Importance of Banking Business. 
. Our banking business 
is our principal business. As bank- 
ers our first duty is to protect our 
depositors, and we do so by keeping 
ample reserve in cash and in Unit- 
ed States Government’ securities. 
We do not mingle investment busi- 
ness and our banking business, but 
keep our deposits separate and fully 
protected by strictly banking as- 
sets. 

We have always disapproved of 
the practice of making call loans

Statements of condition. We have 
been in the habit of furnishing a 
statement to the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York since soon 
after the Federal Reserve system 
was organized, and are ready to 
be examined by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank at any time and az 
often as may be desired. We do 
not approve private bankers pub- 
lishing their statements, because 
such publication. tends to adver- 
tisement and solicitation of depos- 
its from the general public. 

But the question does not great- 
ly interest us one way or another. 
Our business comes to us because 
our depositors, relying upon a 
banking experience covering more 
than three generations, put more 
faith in our banking reputation, 
our resources, and our methods of 
doing business than they put in 
the work of bank examiners, or 
even in the not always illuminat- 
ing published statements of insti- 
tutions. 

It is true that the failure of the 
then Federal Reserve Board to 
take the necessary measures“ to 
control the inflation in time en- 
couraged the speculative frenzy, 
which carried the market quota- 
tions out of bounds—so that they 
were too high in 1929 and too low 
later. Only ignorance of good busi- 
ness practice could explain the sug- 
gestion that, in naming what we 
thought a fair issue price, . and 
sticking to it in spite of a frenzied 
“when issued” quotation, we were 
doing anything but adhering to the 
only possible rule of fair business 
dealing.

HARRISBURG, Ill, June 10.—As 
more than 2000 Progressive miners’ 
pickets, many of them armed with 
shotguns and rifles, deployed at 
dawn today about the hills over- 
looking the line between Saline and 
Williamson counties, a force of 
more than 100 Williamson ‘County 
miners of the United Mine Workers 
on the way to work at Peabody 
Mine No. 43 here were turned back 
without entering Saline County. 

Sheriff Eugene Choisser of Saline 
County, backed by 400 armed depu- 
ties, met Sheriff Frick of William- 
son County at the county line as 
hte opposing forces of miners re 
mained in the background. He ad- 
vised the oh ee tt County sheriff 
that violence appeared inevitable if 
the miners attempted to pass eight 
miles ‘through the Progressive 
picket line to the mine. 

The mine, regarded as the key 
to the: mine war in Saline County, 
opened Thursday with a crew of 
-about 200 men, more than. half of 
them from Williamson County. It 
was not in operation to- 
day. No picket line appeared yes- 
terday and Peabody officers issued 
a statement that Saline County 
miners would be given five operat- 
ing days to return to work under 
the U. M. W. A. contract before 
additional men were imported from 
other counties. They did not say 
if they would be brought in at that 
time. 

But the Progressives appeared in 
force today, long before the Wil- 
liamson miners came in sight, pre- 
senting a far more belligerent ap- 
pearance than on the morning the 
mine opened when an unarmed 
picket line of about 650 men 
watched grimly as the incoming 
miners drove to work. 

Sheriff Choisser said that if the 
United Mine Workers had been per- 
mitted to come into the county 
there would have been “wholesale 
slaughter” despite the presence of 
the deputies. 

“We have never seen so many 
guns,” said one of the deputies who 
witnessed the meeting of the two 
Sheriffs, “and they ranged from 
old time squirrel guns to automa- 
tics. Why even some of the busi- 
ness men joined in patrolling the 
road.”

This 
period will expire the first of next month. Investors 
are naturally anxious to know how the word “guar 
antec,” as used in the certificates, is to be construed. 
The guaranteed mortgage was regarded as an ex- 
ceptionally sound investment. Many® of the large 
investors. were administrators, trustees and other 
wards of the courts, saving banks, charitable and 
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the investors were under the impression that behind 
the guarantee were strong financial interests. 
This is a deplorable feature of the situation in St. 
Louis. The First National Co., which has defaulted 
in the interest on its guaranteed mortgages, was an 
affiliate of the First National Bank. The conditions 
under which these participations were sold and the 
representations made by the company led the pur- 
chasers to believe that the bank was behind the guar- 
antee. The company was advertised as the invest- 
ment division of the bank, from which the purchaser 
believed the company was part of the bank. 

This situation is particularly distressing in 8 
Louis, the home of the late Frederick W. Lehmann, 
former Solicitor-General of the United States, whose 
official opinion that investment affiliates are a viola- 
tion of the banking laws was suppressed during the 
Taft administration. The suppression of that opin- 
ion, at a time when there were only two such in- 
vestment affiliates in the country, paved the way for 
one of the greatest banking sensations the United 
States has had. It reached its height in the opera- 
tions of the investment affiliate of the National City 
Bank in New York City, recently exposed before a 
Senate investigating committee. It was responsible 
bill now going 
through Congress divorcing banks from their invest- 
ment affiliates. 

The position of the First National Bank in this 
matter is, in our judgment, untenable. Notwithstand- 
ing the bank and its affiliate were never one in a 
strictly legal sense, the people who invested in the 
mortgages of the affiliate had in mind the financial 
strength of the bank ‘That this was a powerful fac- 
tor in the marketing of such mortgages is beyond 
cavil. The two companies were in the public mind 
inseparable, and in a moral sense they remain in- 
separable. Any distinction between the obligations 
of the First National Bank and the First Nationa) 
Co. would be a legalism at best. 

One of the things that must be learned in the 
United States from the depression, learned alike by 
the Government, by fimanciérs and by the people 
themselves, is the danger of making pledges which 
the guarantor may not be able to meet. The wide 
spread repudiation of such guarantees in thé United 
States begins with the Government’s own repudia- 
tion of its pledge to pay holders of its securities in 
gold...dt ramifies. from that high. governmental 
quarter down to such repudiations as that of the 
First National Co. by the First National Bank. The 
lesson at least is obvious, however the courts may 
decide the issue of responsibility in law. 

Congress, we hope, will promptly divoree banks 
and their investment affiliates, and the public will 
be the gainer by the change. 

A MATTER OF BOOKKEEPING. 

Water Commissioner Daily says the city water di- 
vision has opérated at a loss every year since 1928. 
This rather startling announcement about one df

In a sense, both are right, but it is Mr. Daily’s state 
ment which is misleading and needs to be clarified. 

The “loss” to which the Water Commissionér re- 
fers has been occasioned by annua! capital charges, 
that is, payments required to retire and pay interest 
on bonds of the $12,000,000 issue which made pos- 
Sible the Howard Bend plant on the Missouri ‘River. 
Obviously, these charges are not part of the operat- 
ing expense of the waterworks, which ts regularly 
less than income, but special payments to provide a 
needed and valuable improvement. Already, many 
bonds have been retired and interest reduced more 
than $200,000 a year. There is every reason to be- 
lieve the peak has been passed and that in thé fu- 
ture less and less will be needed to meet capital 
charges. This in turn will further increase the sur: 
plus, which now. stands at $1,921,373. after having 
risen about $610,000 during the past year. 

The important thing is that the Water Division 
has been operated so as to furni¢h excellent service 
at low rates and at the same timie establish a sur- 
plus for needed improvements. After all, improve- 
ments constitute the omly reason fer building up a 
surplus in the operation of a municipal pliant.

The reader 
will be impressed with the fact that what the Sen- 
ator predicted has come to pass. Asked if he thought 
the business leaders of the country had the capacity 
to solve the depression problem, Mr. Couzens replied, 
emphatically, “I know they have.”

“If they (the business leaders) don’t get busy and 
do this job, Congress will do it for them.”. That is 
precisely what Congress is doing. That is precisely 
what the present administration has been éngaged 
in since the moment of Mr. Roosevelt's inauguration. 

The extraordinary feature of all this legislative ad- 
venturizg is ihat it commands not only general ap- 
proval but, for the most part, the approval of our 
business leaders, as well. Such reaction can be ex- 
plained, it seems to us, only by the realization that, 
business leadership having failed to chart the way 
out, the Government has had to undertake the task. 

And, of course, the spirit of confidence in which the 
Government has gone about it, particularly the. reso 
lute leadership and resourcefulness of President 
Roosevélt, has captivated public opinion and won 
over the captains of industry. What Senator Couzens 
foresaw and foretold two years ago might not have 
been practicable at that time, but the steady descent 
down the slope of deflation to a condition which at 
last bordered on chaos has made the Government's 
intervention not only practicable but compulsory. 
The extent of our industrial decline may be measured 
by the growth of unemployment, which, estimated 
at 6,000,000 by Scnator Couzens in May, 1931, has 
since then more than doubled. 

It must always be remembered, too, that Senator 
Couzens speaks, not as a theorist, not from the view- 
point of a political specialist, but, first of all, from 
the experience of a phenomenally successful business 
career, out of which he emerged as one of the na- 
tion’s industrial leaders before he turned his ener- 
gies to public life. An unusual background, there- 
fore, is his. It served him well in his first office, 
as Mayor of Detroit. It has served him well in the 
Senate of the United States. It may logically serve 
him well in his present commission as one of the 
country’s representatives. at the World Economic 
Conference, which, on Monday, will be called to or- 
der in London.

He be- 
lieves, and emphatically says, that Ameritan 
capitalists caused the American depression 
mainly by taking an exorbitant share of the 
earnings of American industry, and that 
recovery can be accomplished only by se- 
curing thé livelihood and increasing the pur- 
chasing power of American workers. 
Couzens is a capitalist. He was one of 
the principal cfeators of what is perhaps 
the most successful business enterprise in 
the world—the Ford Motor Co. His achieve- 
ments in public life, as Mayor of Detroit 
and as United States Senator, have been 
commensurate with his earlier successes in 
business. Hence, when he discusses either 
business or government, or both, it is safe 
to assume that he knows his subject. 
“Our depression would have come whether 
there was a world depression or not,” he 
told the writer. “Why? Because for a long 
period before the crash our production had 
been outrunning our consumption. The 
workers were producing more than they 
ould buy with the wages they received. I 
don’t know to what extent our condition has 


000,000 workers is to allay their uncertainty. 
This can only be done through the action 
of employers in guaranteeing wages and 
employment for the future. Allied industries 
could pool their reserves, as has been done 
by the garment manufacturers of New York 
City in conjunction with the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers, and guarantee their em- 
ployes a certain number of weeks work 
at a fixed wage, for the ensuing year.

Textile Associations and 
Other Industrial Leaders 
Fight Borah Amendment 
Adopted by Senate. 


SOME THREATEN 


Object to Operation Under 
Labor Section of Measure 
—Administrator Perfect- 
ing His Organization.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The 


possibility of a shutdown of some 
manufacturing plants to avoid op- 
eration under the labor sections of 
the industrial regulation bill as 
amended by the Senate was report- 


ciation of Manufacturers.

it .was said that telegrams were 
pouring in expressing vigorous op- 
position to the measure and threat- 
ening to close. One, for instance, 
from a Middle Western manufac- 
turer, said he had been keeping his 
plant open to provide employment 
for 800 persons but that he would 
close it rather than submit te the 
labor provisions of the act. 

Meanwhile, criticism came from 
cotton textile} leaders who have 
been drafting a code of trade prac- 
tices for the industry. They assert- 
ed in a statement that the action 
of the Senate in accepting the 
Borah amendment to the anti-trust 
section made, further d 
with Federal officials impossible. 

The Borah Amendment. 

The Borah amendment, accepted 
by Senator Wagner, who is in 
charge of the bill, reads: 

“That such code or codes shall 
not permit combinations in restraint 
of trade, price fixing or other mo 
nopolistic practices.” 

The statement of the textile men 
came after weeks of conferences 
between Northern and Southern 
manufacturers to agree on a united 
program for the industry and ex- 
pressed the opinion that they were 
further advanced toward agreement 
than any other industry. 

Individually, the 14 members of 
the committee expressed the opin- 
ion that the Borah amendmént 
made trade practice agreements in- 
effective, if not impdssible. 

Robert L. Lund of St. Louis, pres- 
ident of the Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, said in a statement that the 
att as it now stands with the 
Borah Amendment “imposes the 
same or greater burdens upon in- 
dustry than the legislation as orig- 
inally sent to Congress by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and deprives indus- 
try of ‘the supposed ddvantages it 
was to obtain in return.” 

Lund said the “manufacturers of 
the nation are seriously concerned 
and worried over thé action of the 
Sénate in eliminating the amend- 
ment sponsored by the Senate Fi- 
nanée Committee, which declared 
the act shoulc& not be used to dis- 
turb the satisfactory relationships 
now” existing between employers 
and employees.” . 

Inférentially, he said, the Senate 
expresséd itself as favoring changes 
in the conditions as now existing 
and it is to this section that man- 
ufacturers are objecting. 

Organization Being Formed. 

Hugh 8. Johnson, the choice of 
Presidént Roosevelt to administer 
the bill, was busily setting up his 
organization while the Senate drove 
forward and opposition by manu- 
facturers mounted.

N ‘to set is more difficult than 


to set a house upon a coun- 

try landscape and have it look 
as if it belonged there. This has 
been achieved, however, by Mrs. 
Newton R. Wilson, in her summer 
home, “Sun-Up,” on the bluffs of 
the Mississippi, near Jefferson Bar- 
racks. Here the natural beauty of 
the site has been blended with a 
long, low, rambling house and gar- 
den arrangements which are all in 
perfect accord. 


Buiit on the very brow of the hill, 
a hundred and fifty feet above the 
river, the view from this house is 
truly breath-taking. And the house 
itself has been planned to take full 
Made of 
native stone and covered with ivy 
and climbing roses, it seems to 
have grown right up out of the 
ground, as do the many’ beautiful 
trees which surround it. The way 
the house has been planned, with 
service quarters attached by open 
court-ways, has provided many 
little individual gardens arranged 
along the walks and in the ells of 
the building. 

The house is approached by a 
long drive which terminates in a 
circle before the house. This circle 
contains a bird fountain surround- 
ed by a mass of colorful flowers 
and a few knarled fruit trees, the 
first inkling of the beautiful plant- 
ing to be found throughout this es- 
tate. As one reaches the front 
door, a tiny walled walk, lined with 
brilliant-toned —hollyhocks tempts 
one to follow this path, which leads 
to a rustic old bell, an authentic 
part of any true “farmyard.” From 
this little path, another little gar- 
den, which contains all sorts of 
cutting flowers surrounding @ 
center grass plot, is reached.

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If, however, one had entered the 
doorway, instead of being tempted 
by the little by-path, one would 
have been well rewarded fqr such 
forebearance. .Through the com- 
fortably furnished living room, one 
enters onto the tremendous 
screened-in porch, a perfect spot 
for ease and idle hours. Here the 
furnishings are mainly of com- 
comfortable wicker, combined with 
a few peasant chairs of wood 
painted in red and yellow tones. 
Rugs of Indian design.or of hooked 
patterns are placed over the red 
brick flooring. One portion of this 
porch has been giassed off to pro- 
vide for the dining room, where all 
sorts of greenery has transformed 
the room into a veritable garden.

Here bush roses, ranging 
from white through deep pink, are 
set out in -ows surrounding a bird 
bath and are backed by a _ solid 
mass.of climbing roses in a deep 
red tone. Over the edge of this 
rose hedge, one again spies the 
river far below.

Traumatic Epilepsy 


ROM a number of research 
F centers there is forthcoming 

a series of reports on experi- 
mental studies on the surgical 
treatment of traumatic epilepsy, 
that form of the disease which is 
traceable to injury. In a study of 
1800 cases of gunshot wounds of the 
head, it was found that %% per 
cent of the sufferers developed 
what is called secondary epilepsy. 

Scientists set themselves to the 
task of determining why head in- 
juries were followed in certain in- 
stances by epilepsy. 

The results of their studies seem 
to point to the fact that the epi- 
leptic seizures are due to cerebral 
irritation, the result of the forma- 
tion of scar tissues in and about 
the brain. : 

In experimental studies with ani- 
mals it was found that injury tothe 
brain, particularly when involving 
the brain coverings, is followed by 
the formation of reparative scar 
tissues. 

The scar tissue tends to contract 
steadily for a period of years and 
this contraction, pulling upon the

Dr. J. Sluipas is portrayed on the 
500 olive and blue and the 60¢ 
red-brown and brown; the two 
highest values 1L, vermillion and 
brown and 3L blue-green and brown 
portray Dr. J. Basanavicius.
